Town ontrrrs Intcrrlewcd. M ho 
I'raHcd the M’ortt "Italsc?" 

Take Time to do Buainet* in a Butinett 
Way. 

The story which wit* In the air last week 
ua to h deficit ill the town tux aaaHlseri 
a* compared to what should have been, It ml 
a l»a*ia of fact and aunts one had made a 
mistake hut the amount la much le*« than 
stated, and If It hail lmen included in the 
taxas assented would have made a differ¬ 
ence of about eighty cents on a $1000. 

According lo the motion submitted to 
town meeting hy thu secretary of the ap¬ 
propriation eomtnlttde It was voted to ap¬ 
propriate $7000 for hydranta, the word 
"raise" Iteing erased from the motion. 

As the town did not vote to raise the 
money the figures were not given to 
the assessors and consequently the omis¬ 
sion does not reflect on that hoard 
of ofHcera and as Mr. U.tymond the Town 
Clerk has the motion in meeting as sub¬ 
mitted hy the appropriation committee it 
tliHM not reflect on him hut evidently govs 
itack to'a Town meellug which appropriates 
money without knowing where It Is com¬ 
ing from. 

The erasure of the word "raise" in the 
vote lies between the committee on appro¬ 
priations and the town clerk. Mr. Hears, 
secretary of the committee, d<a‘s not reenll 
nuking the erasure, and Town Clerk Ray¬ 
mond says lie did not. Herein lies the 
mystery of the deficit of $7b00. The vote 
being recorded hy the town clerk without 
the word "raise" in It, of course the assess¬ 
ors ditl not "raise" it. 

The financial .department of the town 
h tndles each year from $123,000.00 to $IA0,- 
000 00 nud the business meeting which 
considers all the combinations and com¬ 
plications attending thes-v llnances is 
confined to three or four hours; conse¬ 
quently votes arc rushed through without 
proper consideration ami hut little under- 
bUhmI hy the majority of the meeting. 

Two years ago there were tifiy-neven 
articles handled with an avurage of less 
than two minutes to an article and many 
of them Involving large appropriations. 

At the last March meeting the election 
was held oue day and the meeting ad¬ 
journed to transact Its business at n later 
date and it was supposed It would take the 
entire day to go through the warrant hut 
pcoplcjwho came in thu afternoon expect¬ 
ing tn hear grave and im|M)rtant questions 
discussed found thu Town house closed and 
the meeting gone: fifty-eight articles had 
been railroaded through Inside of three 
houra and it la not to be wondered at that 
there should arise such questions us that 
which is now agitating the people.

REV. DR. N. Q. CLARK DEAD. 

Deceated the Father of Mra. Henry B. 
Reed of South Weymouth. 

Uuv. Nathaniel George Clark, 1». I> , L. 

I,. I)., one of thu foremost clergymen of thu 
century, died at his homo ou Mt. Vernon 
Ntrect, West Uoxbttry, Friday ufternoou, of 
heart disease. For nearly thirty years lie 
was u prominent member of the Hoard of 
Foreign Missions. 

He was Ikmii in Calais, Yt., Juu. 18, 1H2A. 
and was gruduuicd from thu I’ltlversiiy of 
Vermont ill 1813. lie was tutor there in 
IHI'.I slid 1830. Then lo* studied theology at 
Audovcr aud Auburn and wu* graduated 
from the latter place in 1H32. Then ho Itc- 
caiuu professor of Ktiglish literature iu the 
l ulversity of Vurmout and was there till 
1W2». lie was ordained Oct. lit, 1857. The 
latter part of his stay in the l diversify he 
was also professor of luitin From the 
I'ulveraily lie weul to L'uiou College, 
where he was also prof-ssor of logic, 
rhetoric aud Kuglish literature till I8ti5, 
when he was called to the service of the 
American Hoard to help the Iheu foreign 
secretary, Kev. Dr. Hufus Anderson, who 
hail occupied tho dunk ever siuce 1*U2.

There is spiritual power 
enough for all our societies Just ns there is 
rain enough for all the trees in thn forest 
when God's showers fall upon them." 

Thus spoke Dr. Clark at a recent Chris¬ 
tian Kndnnvnr Convention, and esn we not 
nil agree with him? Do not think fellow 
Kndeavor that there are peculiar circum¬ 
stances in our town which make it Impos¬ 
sible to have a vigorous, outrenchiug, 
spiritually minded society of Christian 
Endeavor. We most certainly can have 
the kind of socinty we desire. God is will¬ 
ing. The conditions are not peculiar, onr 
ohetacles are not insuperable. What kind 
of a society will we make ours during the 
coming year?

Subject of prayer for January: That 
all Christians may l»e open to receive the 
Holy Spirit, and that a season of special 
religious awakening may result 
HELP FOR ARMRNIA. 

Fifteen thousand butchered. Three hun¬ 
dred and fifty thousand left utterly desti¬ 
tute. That is the situation in Armenia. 
That is the Turkish problem before us. 
Theso people are starving, something must 
be done. The American National Bed 
Cross are going to do what they can. Its 
president. Clnm Barton, will dare all 
dangers, and with her assistant*, go lit 
once to Turkey. About live million dollars 
will be needed, and an appeal bus been 
made through many papers to each and all 
to contribute. Seud the money to Miss 
Clara Barton, president and treasurer of 
the American National Bed Cross, Wash¬ 
ington , D. C. Thousands have been 
killed, and the sword, famine, and pesti¬ 
lence hang over the heads of tlie Armenian 
Christians that remain. They will do their 
work quickly. We could not be last nt the 
cross or first at the foot of tlie sepulcher, 
but we may hear, "Inasmuch ns ye have 
done it unto one of the least of these my 
brethren, ye have done it unto me." 

A notable gathering, of far-reaching 
influence, was the meeting of the Board of 
Trustees of tlie United Society of Christian 
Endeavor in Detroit, Dec. II, 12. 

The position of Christian Kndeavor In 
regard to tho true brotherhood of tnan was 
emphasized by the election of two colored 
members to the Board of Trustees,—Bishop 
B. W. Arnett, D. D.. of Wilberforce, Ohio, 
representing thn African M. E. church, mid 
Bishop Alexander Walters, 1). I), of 
Jersey City, N. J., representing the Afri¬ 
can M. K. Zion church. This makes the 
Board of Trustees nn inter-racial as well 
as Interdenominational body. Dr. Clnrk, 
a* president of the World's Christian En¬ 
deavor Union, will lie absent more or less 
from the country, anil Itev. H. B. Grose, 
one of the Baptist Trustees, was elected 
Vice-president of the Board of Trustees to 
preside in his absence. 

The Trustees desirous of obtaining the 
wisdom ami advice of the other practical 
workers of the country, and of securing 
the fullest co-operation and fellowship of 
representative Endavorers everywhere, 
passed this resolution at the Detroit meet¬ 
ing, 

"Resolved, That a couucll be called to 
be composed of the Trustees and officers of 
the United Society, and the President* of 
the 8tate and Territorial and Provincial 
Unions, to meet on the day before the 
Internatlotal Convention of'DO in Wash¬ 
ington for the consideration of the interests 
of the Christian Endeavor movement." 

The subject of the International Con¬ 
ventions was up before the Board, with 
result* of no small moment. Belief in tlie 
great value of these conventions, as times 
of genuine fellowship, and untold inspira¬ 
tion to tens of thousands of delegates, and 
to the church at large os a means of bring¬ 
ing tlie cause of Christ attractively before 
the whole world, aud as a method of 
practical evangelization was reaffirmed nt 
Detroit. 

But the conventions are not without prac¬ 
tical diffculties. To meet these it was de¬ 
cided that at Washington, next July, the 
conduct of the meetings should be some¬ 
what changed, and they will be undelega¬ 
ted Christian Endeavor mass meetings, 
open to all Kndeavorera os heretofore. 
Their chief purpose will remain as fellow¬ 
ship and inspiration, and the most care¬ 
fully arranged programmes will he pro¬ 
vided. Instead of the conventions being 
confined to mass meetings, many of the 
sessions will he distributed uiuong a suf¬ 
ficient number of churches in the conven¬ 
tion city. The speakers for these meetings 
will he the best obtainable, and the sub* 
Jeeu discussed will deal with practical 
Christian Endeavor work, and with the 
interests of the highest Chrlstiun life. 
There still will he moss meetings of the 
.delegates in the three great tents, hut there 
will also lie the smaller gatherings, making 
the whole a convention of conventions. 

While these church meeting* for the dele¬ 
gates are In progress the three tents will he 
used for meetings for the public, and lead¬ 
ers in evangelistic, missionary and reforma 
tory movement*, as well us prominent 
Eudeavorers, will he invited to s|>eak ut 
these sessions. In this way it Is hoped to 
provide for the general public iu the cities 
where conventions are held This iiii|xirt- 
aut chuoge will doubtless meet with 
the approval of Christian Endeavor socie¬ 
ties In general.

Thu 
I rope should bo soaked iu tor and then 
j dried. This will preveut its shrinking.

SCIENCli AND PROGRESS. 


Arrtweoloftat* A*k, "Were Not the Mori: 1 

Aborigine* Cannibal*?" 

Mr. C. B. Moore has wild that tlm 
fresh water nIioII heaps of the St. Johns 
river have been sadly neglected, and 1m 
undertook their exploration. Beginning 
nl Whetstone point, nine mile* north of 
l’nlatkn, ho examined flint territory, 
avliich by water is 800 ndlea in extent. 
These heaps aro limply refuse piles, and 
vary iu sizo from 1 to 95 feet. Popular 
BolWtO! Nows, iu proieutiiiR these mid 
oilier fact* about the shell heaps, Kays: 
Professor Wyinnu, who did tlie first 
work npou tho river, noted that tho pal- 
nditur and auipullnthe of the refuse

[heaps wcue larger than those found iu 
the river at tho present day. Mr. Moore 
devoted careful attoutiou to this mat¬ 
ter, and exhumed far larger shells from 
the heaps than occur in the water. 

Ono peculiarity of tho Florida shell 
heaps is that in sonto no pottery can be 
found, iu others fragments are very tin- 
inerons aud in certain one* it only is 
discovered at n given depth. 

Tho pottery preaeuts a great variety, 
both in material of which it is com¬ 
posed aud In decoration. From Mulberry 
mound came a ahard with an attempt at 
delineation of a human figure. No simi¬ 
lar drawing has been found by Mr. 
Moore or othors, and, considering that 
the discovery was made at a depth of 
tou fcot, tho specimen is unique and in¬ 
teresting. 

Quite a variety of design is presented 
iu tho Floridn pottery; in fnrt, while 
no beautiful vases, bowls, jura mid 
dishefl seem to lmvo beeu in use (ones 
us flno as those of MiHsonri, Arkansas, 
Mississippi aud Tcmiossou) tho ntteuipts 
at decoration are very numerous. Lines, 
dots, etc., crudely scratched with tho 
point of some sharp instrument upon the 
vessel when tho clay was fresh, consti¬ 
tute tho ornnmeutntiou. 

Human bones, broken, ns were those 
of lower animals, somo exhibiting traces 
of fire, were found scattered through tho 
heap on Eucnnlockhntehee creek. Finds 
like this havo led sotuo arclnuologists to 
ask, "Wore not the Floridn nboriginos 
cannibals?" 


Thi Kophnoe. 

A new device for enabling navigators 
to hoar uud cutrectly locate fog siguals 
is tho "cophoue," concerning which the 
following is glcuucd from tho Now York 
Herald: Tho invontor, Mr. l)o La 
Torre, has boen at work ou tho oophnne 
for a quarter of a century. Tho noed of 
•orne means by which the nuvigntor in 
a fog con determine just where tho fog 
siguals, for which he liitons so anxious¬ 
ly, lie, aud just how to stoer to take ad¬ 
vantage of their wanting, is us old as 
fog siguals themselves. 

Professor Henry of the Hmithsouiau 
institution uud Admiral Walker 20 years 
ugo investigated tho uuturo uud cause 
of the "ghost spaces" or curious areas 
iu which fog siguals cannot be heutd. 
They ngroed that tho distance of tho 
siguul hell or whistln from thu ship was 
not a factor. Tho direction of tho wiud 
uud tho varying dousity of alternating 
strata of air or fog wero found to excr- 
ciso tho most positivo influences. 

A special test of tho eophono was re¬ 
cently luado, under the direction of tho 
United Stutea lighthouse hoard. Ac¬ 
cording to Admiral Walker, it is a de¬ 
vice which concentrates aud iutensifics 
found, §o that it can be heard ut u 
greater distance thuu with the naked 
ear and its sourco located quickly and 
more exactly. It gathers sound into a 
sort of funnel and brings it directly to 
tho eats. 

The fuuuel, ubuut 18 inches in dium- 
otor at the mouth, is the sound gatherer 
aud is directed toward any poiut iu the 
arc of probablo sound or duuger by the 
iuau who operates tho eophouo. He sits 
in the hold of the vessel, shut off from 
every uoiso, uml thus isolated gathers 
uninterruptedly aud judges without 
prejudico whatever sounds aio brought 
to him through two rubber tubes, each 
terminating iu uu eur piece fastened at 
the sides of his head. This umn is seat¬ 
ed, aud immediately iu front of him is 
un apiiaratas, like steering gear, either 
u wheel or two levers, as may be de¬ 
cided ou, by which hn may ut will 
chauge tho direction of tho funnel on 
deck above him.

Hlngham Line to be Built at Onoe. 

The Hlngham street railway has taken 
definite form within the past few dsys and 1 
work will be commenced on the same as 
soon as weather conditions will permit. 

The first to h* built will lie that part of 
the road running from the Weymouth 
line at Fresh Hiverand thence through to 
Gingham via Fort Hill and other streeta to 
Nantasket, which line it la proposed to 
have in operation before tlie aeaaun opens 
at tlm shore. 

The Quincy A Boston company have the 
franchise In East Weymouth from their 
present terminus to the Hlngham line and 
have been making snrveya tlda week to ex¬ 
tend Ita track* to connect with the Hing. 
ham road. The survey dims not follow 
Commercial street all the way but diverges 
at Wharf street and will take the private 
way under the N Y., N. II., A II. It. It. go¬ 
ing tmlow the Electric Light plant, thence 
across the salt marsh on trestle work strik¬ 
ing Commercial street again ladow the rail¬ 
road crossing. 

We do not know that the N. Y., N. H. A 
II. road or the Q. A II. are asking any ad¬ 
vice in regard to their business, hut it 
would seem that the proper thing to do Is 
to follow Commercial street the entire dis¬ 
tance and abolish the crossing known as 
"Deed’s." 

It la a iimra direct line, will lie more 
pleasant to tlm travelling public and re¬ 
move one of the most dangerous places on 
tlm whole system of roads. 

There have already been several lives 
lost at tlm crossing, aud in addition In- 
numerable teams have Imen smashed up 
and property destroyed. The muln road Is 
much lower at either side of the croasltig 
than at it and there are few places where 
an undergrade could be built at so little 
ex|»eii*c.

FRANCOTJ COPPEE AND HIS PBIENDS 
IN THE JAROIN DU LUXEMBOURG.

Man Who Is UvhI by All and !• "D»*r 
Mwt«r" to Ihs Student*. 


Francois Coppre, tho nothor of "For 
tho King," baa a great many friend* in 
Pari*, but none of thorn It more devoted 
than the liftlebird* that live in the Jar- 
din da Lnietnbonrg. They know him n» 
ix*»n at thej nee him come in at ono of 
the wide Rate*, hifi^ Alton 1 der* drooping, 
bin Irene! hanging forward. Mr face pain 
from ill health. They know in Jn*f 
which one of hi* pocket* he carrie* the 
t>*- piece of bread which he i* g» ing Ic 
divido into crumb* for their benefit, nnd 
they probably *ay in their own Apecial 
language: 

"Ah, hern ia Friend Coppoo, Idea* 
Mini" 

They aro not tho only one* that know 
wlint Coppoo ha* in lii* pocket. All the 
I*atin qnnrter peoplo who comn nnd gr 
throngh thnl corner of tho Luxrmbnnrp 
garden which fare* theOdoon know th*l 
the gentle author rarely mliwc* a day in 
hi* devotion to the bird*. And when he 
appear* with a peculiar swollen appear- 
anen about one of hi* pocketa they draw 
quietly off to a reapedful distance to 
watch. 

Aa *oon aa tho circle of apectator*— 
workmen in blno blouse*, Htudent* in 
corduroy nnd n!ouch hat", ntirneninid* 
with barelegged children—a* *oon n» 
theso eletnent*, which might |H»**ibly 
bo diatnrbiiig, have taken tliomoelve* far 
enough out of tho way, the bird* clone 
in nrontnl the poet until aometime* n 
hnndrrtl of them will bo fluttering alrout 
hi* head or lioppiug about hi* feet. 
Then ho take* ont bin pieco of brend, 
nnd crumbling off ono corner two* n 
monel up lu the nir. Instantly there ia 
a flutter of wing*, nnd two or throe of 
the bird*dart upward, nnd themoct for* 
tunnte ono cttchea the crumb iu it* flight 
and eettle* down again to hi* place in 
the flock. 

Ono crumb after another i* thrown 
out in thi* d rod inn nnd thnt, nnd oc* 
cn* inn ally a few nro acattcml on thn 
ground, ko thnt thnle*a ndventurou* nnd 
wcuker apirila may linvn their share. 
Finally n good fat ernmb ia pinched off, 
but not thrown. It ia held invitingly 
between tho thumb urnl finger, while 
tho poet look* at hi* bird* a* much a* to 
*ay: 

"Come, como. You know your friend 
Coppoo. Givo mo n proof of your nffec* 
tiou, a* I am giving you n proof of 
mino." 

There ia a grent flutter then among 
tho bird*, u great cocking of pretty 
bond*, much sharp glnncing of bright 
eye*. Finally ono pat.icnlnrly bravo 
little rrenturo make* a wido curve to¬ 
ward tho impriHoucd crumb, hut hi* 
courage dcficrt* him on tho way, und hn 
circle* back to hi* pluco without tha 
prize. Coppoo rub* tho crumb a little, 
*o that a tiny morsel of it fall* to tha 
ground, where it is quickly picked up. 
It i* na if ho Raid to hi* email flock: 

"See, my littlo friend*, it ia a good 
crumb. Where i* your confidence? Hnvo 
I ever betrayed you?” 

A* if nHliauiud of having hesitated so 
long, n bird makes a dart toward tho 
outstretched bund, poises with flutter¬ 
ing wings ubovo it, picks daintily at tho 
crumb und then bears it away triumph¬ 
antly in its bill After tliut it till gooz 
merry ns n niarriago boll. Two or three 
birds will bo eating from liis bund nl 
tho nuuio timo. They light ou his shoul¬ 
der, on his arm, on his lmt. 

Tho epcctutnrs meanwhile aro full of 
breathless interest. A child whoso loud 
cry of delight startled tho birds into 
sudden flight is unceremoniously jerked 
buck by ids nurse with an eniphiitiu 
"Tuis-toi.” Tho students talk iu an tin- 
dertono about the dear master, as they 
call Coppoo. 

Last winter, when thero was an un¬ 
usual nmonnt cf snow in Paris, Coppoo 
was particularly attentive tr the wuuti 
of his birds, which in their turn were 
more than over appreciative of his good 
offices, for tho snow made pretty p<»or 
picking for them. And on cold duys it 
was no uncommon sight to seo the stu 
dents rush np to tho poet ufter he hnd 
finished his dolo and turn np his coal 
collar or tighten his mufilnr or button 
his uverccut. 

"Deur master,” they would say affec¬ 
tionately, "you must 1st more careful of 
yourself. You know you uru not strong, 
nnd it is culd, and wo need you as much 
us tho birds do." 

To tho birds and the students hu is al¬ 
ways "tho deur master.” It was Coppoo 
who wroto und read tho poem fur tho 
cuvciliug of tho bust of Beuri Merger 
iu that sumo Jurdin du Luxembourg. 
Murger’s uauio is idoliz&l by tho whole 
Latin qnurter, und it is doubtful if tho 
students would have permitted any ono 
of whom they did uot approve to take 
part iu tho cerumouios at tho nuveiliug 
of his monument. 

Coppoo is not married, ulthuugh, iu 
French fusliiou, ho bus a frieud to whom 
ho makes mysterious references iu his 
writings as ono who is dear to him und 
iu whoso heurt he kuows ho will luavu 
inconsolable regret when he dies. How¬ 
ever tliut nmy be, ho will ho sure of 
plenty of sincere mourners—the students 
of tin* Latin quarter aud the birds of tho 
Jardin du Luxembourg.—New York 
Kou.

Having a yonng orchard of I,COO 
trees, Ixwides thousands of young fruit 
tree* in nursery, it was a serious ques¬ 
tion how to protect them from the rav¬ 
ages of the rabbits. Have not lind n tree 
dnmnged since adopting thi* trap plan. 
Wo use a row of trap* around the outer 
row* of orchard and nursery trees, two 
to four rods apart—-think, perhaps, they 
might be farther apart and catch all of 
them. I*ost winter wo caught fi7 rabbits 
and fi onossnins. Caught our first ono 
Oct. 17, and Nov. ID got onr thirty-sev¬ 
enth for this full. I incloso cut of tho 
trap. To make the trap use tl inch fenc¬ 
ing boards or scraps of any inch lumber, 
but side pieces should 1m fi inches wido. 
Cut four piece* fi inches wide, 24 indict 
long; ono piece fi indie* wido and 4 
indies long, for back end, making box 4 
liy fi by 2.'I inches iusido measure. In 
front end hang door. Arrango treadle 
and trigger as shown in cut, using n 
couple of tacks in bottom of trap for 
treadlo to rest against when tilted. By 
so doing treadlo can lsi taken out for re¬ 
pairs when wires get lient. A and B are 
mndo of wire; door and treadlo of 
half Inch lumber. For hinges for door 
wo nso wire nails with heads cut off, 
driven into end of door. Holes mndo in 
sides with gimlet larger than nails, to 
work easily, nnd not bored quite through 
to prevent water running in nnd freez¬ 
ing door up. Dotted lines, D, show posi¬ 
tion of door when down. E show* track 
of lower rdgo of door when lifting to 
position, F. Aconploof staples will hold 
wire, D, iu poeition. When tho rabbit 
stops on treadle, T, it pull* the wire, B, 
out of C, letting door fall.

C'nIH tlmolai. 

"Coffee growing ezhansts the toll im 
utterly thnt th* land must He fallow 
afterward," explained our guide, dor- 
ing a tour of Jamaica. "'The so It peter 
ha* got Into the coffee, sail,' ia the nig¬ 
ger*' favorite expresaion when they pull 
up a tree to show you thut it i* rotten 
at the rout*. Now, considering that 
there 1* no saltpeter in the whole island, 
how and whence they ever got their idea j 
of its qualities is a mystery to me.” 

The process of prepnring coffee berries ' 
for market w as now briefly explained to ■ 
me by this kind acquaintance. When | 
gathered, red and round as cherries, the j 
berries nni subjected to tho only ma¬ 
chine used tlnoughont the work. Thia 
i* not unlike a nutmeg grater, or grat¬ 
er*, which free the twin bean* inside 
the berry from their fleshy covering, 
leaving them clean nnd blue. They are 
then *nn dried, nnd on the beat planta¬ 
tion* till* is done by *|ircnding them on 
barbecues, or cement terraces, sloped an 
as to allow the rain to run off quickly, 
having gutters nil around and one raised 
place in the middle. Tho I leans nro rak¬ 
ed constantly to expose nil of them in 
turn to the sun, but should there be any 
signs of rain criming over the sky the 
whole crop is gathered with haste into a 
heap in the raised center, and n shelter 
house on wheels is drawn over thn ber¬ 
ries while tho had weather lasts. Last 
of nil, the berries nro hand picked with 
care, and tho finest nro put aside.—Corn- 
hill Magazine. 


Ira on thn Farm. 

Tho advent of w inter reminds ns that 
the eoacou of storing ico is at hand. Ev¬ 
ery farmer, whether in tho Imsiiiess of 
dairying or not, should put np n store of 
ico for family use. The advantage to tho 
housewife of having n refrigerator eas¬ 
ily accessible, whore articles of food and 
cuts of meat can be kept ill ncool condi¬ 
tion. nnnffuctcd by the high temperature 
prevailing, can hardly be realized until 
it lias been provided. Providing an ico- 
houso nnd storing up the frozen crystals 
in a manner to keep through the hot 
wont her are simple matters and easily 
understood. Thero is still timo to bnild 
du icehouse to fill the present winter. 
But, says the Muitlo Farmer, any out¬ 
building not otherwise in nso can be im¬ 
provised for the ptirjxiso. Partition off 
n section, fill the walls with sawdust, 
cover the bottom with a layer of tho 
same, and after filling cover with a foot 
of sawdust or chopped straw. Keep tho 
snow scraped from tho Hold of ioo where 
. lie cutting is to he done. Ilnrvest it ns 
soon us tho ico nttuins 10 or 12 inches 
in thickness. 


The Irish It*In. 

I must allow thnt it somotime* rains 
in Ireland, hut Irish rain 1* not qnito 
like other rain. It is, as a rule, softer 
than ruin elsewhere, nnd, if tho truth 
must he told, I like rain, so long ns ono 
has not to say, "For tho rain it rninoth 
every day." Irish wont her is not so 
much capricious ns coqnottish. It likes 
to plngno you, if line to proparo you to 
enjoy the more its sunny, melting mood. 

It will weep und wnil all night, and, 
lo! (ho next morning Ireland is oue 
sweet smile and seem* to suy:"I*it 
raining I was yesterday? Ah, then, I'll 
ruin no more." And thn runnels leap

Tim Catch of Timothy. 

Complaint is ir.ado iu many quarters 
that the catch of timothy, even when a 
good oue, docs uot hold oil tho land us it 
used to do. Tho truth is that timothy 
grass is uu exhaustive crop, fully us 
much so as are thu grains, cfijicciuHy if 
tho latter aro seeded with clover when¬ 
ever grown. Timothy roots feed chiefly 
near tho surface, and the plaut, having 
a narrow leaf, gets little from the atmos¬ 
phere. The only advantage that thu tim¬ 
othy crop has over wheat with regard to 
soil fertility is tliut tho timothy sod pro¬ 
tects tho surface soil in winter, and it 
has ulso o greater mot growth when it 
is plowed utmor. Bat it will uot do to 
plow timothy sod very deeply, for its 
root* will mainly lio found near tho sur¬ 
face. With clover, on tho contrary, each 
yonr's plowing may bo mndo a little 
deeper than tliut of tho previous your 
without injury either to tho soil or to 
tho succeeding crop.—American Culti¬ 
vator.

There ahe lay helpleaa 
upon tho bed, not nhlo to turn beraelf and 
with Nome aymptonia of aettrvy, but iu 
good ffeali. I quietly naked tbe mother 
what alio ato. She replied, "She enia 
toaat made from tho very beat nuperllno 
white Hour. If ahe eata anything e'ae alio 
tliiowa It up " I directed her mother to 
mix maaht-d potatoen with tho Hour from 
w hich ahe tiinde her bread. Sho did ao, 
mid tlio child recovered rapidly. 

Careful experiment* made by Magendie 
aud other* have dctnoiiatrated that uni- 
mala can only live for n few wooka If fed 
on BuperOne white flour, whereon, they can 
liveniid thrive on uulmlted flour or uieal 
w ithout any trouble. The I*ord inti tuled 
the grain aa a whole for human food, and 
lie iminlfeatly knew what He waa doing 
when He created our cereala. The food 
required to nouriah the teeth, bouen, 
luuaclea, atomach, to enable It to properly 
dlgeat our footl, nnd the liruin, ia found in 
cxeeaa, in the dark portion of the kernel 
which liea Immediately beneath the hull, 
uud the miller, in bolting, aeparatea tlila 
portion, aa far aa be can, mid moat of it is 
fed to cattle, boraea, bogs, etc., and they 
have good teeth, muscles stotuaeba uud 
Ininen when tliua fed. 

The white portion of the kernel from 
which white flour ia made contain* ntt ex- 
cuhs of aurch, principally a heat and fat 
producing muturial when luken na footl, au 
that the whiter the flour the poorer It la. 
One almple fact ought to aatiafy every in¬ 
telligent matt and woman that superfine 
whiUi flour ia not fit fur human uae, and 
that H'arvation must inetiMbly follow to a 
greater or less extent ita uae as food, viz , 
there ia very little difficulty in keeping 
Htiperflue white flour free from iiiaecta, 
tnu.it, etc. I)o we want to feed our chil¬ 
dren upon a flour which will not auntain 
for any considerable length of time nuittial, 
Insect or even vegetable life? 

Dyapepala ia more prevalent in our coun¬ 
try tlmn, I think I can say, in ntiy other. 
Hupertlue flour does not contain the 
nourishment required hy the Htomuch to 
enable it to digital food. The prevalence 
of dyspepsia iu our couutry aud England 
Inis led a number of medical writers In 
England aud iu this country of late to con¬ 
demn the use of cereals—wheat, rye, oats, 
etc.—as food, claiming that tho starch over¬ 
times the stomach, nud that we should use 
ua food nothing but uuui uud fruits, and If 
We flud them Uol sufllcient we should Use 
u little meal or utilmul food, they think. 
Hut if we use the dark or course portion of 
tlie grain ua well us the white, the stomach 
will be nourished, uud the whole grain 
will be digested, and it will not cumin 
dyspepsia. 

Iu cases of irritable or weak stomachs 
from the use ol superfine flour, it will bu 
well to sift out the coarsest of the brun for 
u time, nutil the stomach guiua strength. 
Coses of dyspepsia have heeu cured 
simply by liuliing the wheal for h few 
lioura and then eating it, chowiug it care¬ 
fully. llunish superfine flour, and bread 
and cuke made from it from our laud, or 
from use in our households, uud there 
would be a wonderful change for the better 
iu the development of the young, uot only 
as to their teeth, hut also us toull the 
structures of the body. No puruul who 
cares for the development, health and 
comfort of Ids or her clilldre'i should, ill 
my estimation, ever allow u single pound 
of MU|»erliiie flour, or bread or cakes made 
from such flour, to outer Ids or her house. 

Having cousluutly iu view the devulo|i- 
uieut aud health of our race, I have 
traveled over our owu country from the 
Kust to Alusku and California in the West, 
uud Florida iu the Houth, over most of 
the countries of Europe, Egypt and West¬ 
ern Asia, and 1 can say, ms u result of my 
observation, that wherever the people eat, 
ilisteud of su|»erliue flour, the meal or 
flour of the whole grain, lie It wheat, rye, 
outs or barley, they have good teeth, and 
are well developed, uud ure rarely troubled 
with dyspepsia. For more than forty 
years 1 have carefully avoided the use of 
sii peril tie flour, stimulants, narcotics uud 
t-oudimeiils, excepting sugar uud salt, uud 
ulthough my eightieth birthday passed two 
days ago, 1 rarely, if ever, full lo have u 
good appetite, uud my food tastes as Well 
us It did when I was a hoy, uud I have 
more tliuu half of my teeth left.

OUR OLD PEOPLE. 


JOHN W. GILLI0N. 

A Survivor of tho Battle of Waterloo. 

Victor Baiilet.arltlren of M.-uin, France, 
now 103 year* old, Is a survivor of tbe 
i battle of Waterloo, where he fought under 
the great Napoleon. He ami John W. 
Gllllon, now at the Weymonth Almshouse, 
are, perhaps, the only survivors of Hint red 
‘lay. eighty-one years ago, who live to tell 
of the part they took in the battle where 
the atar of Napoleoti set forever. 

John W. Gillion was born in Edinburgh, 
Scotland, in June, 18011. Ilia fnther wn* a 
"'•Idler, afterward an adjutant In tho TlKli 
Highland regiment so that young Gillion 
was literally born into the army and from 
tile earliest childhood was trained to the 
duties nnd work of n soldier. The dill- 
•Iren of tho regiment aro drilled in tho 
commissary department of tlm English 
army to carry bandage* ami medicine* and 
to wait upon tho surgeons. Till* was 
young Gilllon's work when, while ha waa 
yet only eight years of age, his regiment 
was ordered to tho front to tako part in the 
great Bentnsuln War in Spain. Here at 
the battle of Bimplona while tbe English 
were swimming their horse* and mules 
acrosn the Agra river lie was wounded in 
the leg hy a French bullet. Then followed 
a terrible night for the youth. Outside the 
eamp which the English had pitched and 
whero the hoy laid oil a couch of pain, 
howled hordes of the great gray wolves of 
the Byrenees, fierce and famished, that 
follow*.*! «ivi'i ou the Hank* of tha army 
ravening always. Nothing was safe from 
tlidr assaults. After tlm battle, tlm dead 
had been burlml In a great field not far 
from the bivouac of the army. Graves had 
I H *en dug, very shallow because of tho 
hardness of tho soli nnd tlm bodies 
wrapped in a sort of matting were Imntlly 
laid therein nnd as liurriedlv covered. In 
the morning every grave waa empty and 
mutght rein tilled of tlm dead comrades hut 
hare (tones bleaching in tho fierce glare of 
tha sun. The wolves hud done their work. 
What tlm hid must havo endured during 
the long dark hours of night, t In* pain of a 
festering wound and tha howl* of the 
wolves nt their aw ful revel, can never ha 
told. 

Four year* later came tho Irnttle of Wa¬ 
terloo. Tlie boys of tlie 70th were lying in 
barracks iu Ireland when they wet a or¬ 
dered to tho front and on troop-ship* were 
transported to Belgium there to lace the 
greatest tactician who ever startled a 
world with lit* during, Napoleon. On the 
red field of Waterloo they met him aud nil 
that |..ng June day they fought. It seemed 
ns though the mi ti Would never set and night 
mercifully put nn cud to tlie slaughter hut 
at Inst darkness came nnd wit It it tho reali¬ 
sation to Napoleon that nil was lost and 
that Ids dream of a univomnl empire was 
over. Mr. Oillioti remember* distinctly 
tlie terrible charges of Marshal Ney nt tho 
bend of tlm Royal Guard* agaitint the solid 
formation* of tlm Engliali corps. Ho ro- 
member* tlm glut set face of tlm greut 
French general a* ho called on tlm bravo 
guard* to follcw 111 in ami lin can spin stories 
hour after hour of tlm groat events of that 
•lay and of other* less important in tlm 
utinal* of tlm world's hlntory hut fully n* 
exciting. Owing to tlm limited space that 
run be given thin article, it is iiiipiiNsiblt) tn 
narrate uny of these ntiedote* Imt in our 
future issues many of them will be told a* 
lie tells tlmm. 

Mr. Gillion wn* present at tha visit of 
tlm King to Edinburgh about 1827 and re¬ 
call* tlie grand appearance ol George un ho 
rode iu n magnificent carriage side by *ldo 
witli Sir Wulter Scott down tlm street* of 
tlm Scottish capital. 

It waa shout 1813 that Brivate Gillion de¬ 
serted from tlm Ktiglinli army. IIo had 
some word* witli nn overhearing and tyran¬ 
nical lieutenant who called him u hard 
name when Gillion knocked him down. 
Hu concluded to leave tlm place without 
waiting for tlm lieutenant to outer com¬ 
plaint ami after several scu voyages,in 1832 
landed In America. 

Here Im looked around for work at tlm 
currier* busine** which he had learned in 
England during a timn when ho wu* not 
connected witli tlm army. He found work 
lu Ronton uml for several year* he remului-d 
In till* vicinity. Later Im married in Haver¬ 
hill Mary Varney, a first cousin of John G. 
Whitter the poet, and for over fifty years 
limy lived happily together. For nearly 
thirty years Im conducted a large currying 
business it) Realxidy. Filially lie cuiuu to 
Weyinotitli ami for tome years was em¬ 
ployed in various factories in East Wey¬ 
mouth. It wus only uftcr he had resided 
here for years that his troubles over¬ 
whelmed him. 

Mr. Gilliou is a remarkably well pre¬ 
served old gentlemuii and his faculties ure 
eutirely unimpaired. HI* sight is good, 
Ids lo uring is excellent uml Id* memory 
atmoHt perfect, lie t* a great admirer of 
Hobby Burn* uml cun quote hi* poem* l.y 
the page. Wulter Scott'* Work* ure ua 
familiar to him us Sir Wulter'* face once 
was, but It is of Burns thut Mr. Gillion I* 
fondest of talking. When I first met him 
uml lm learned tny naiim, Im turned to the 
others presetit and laughingly quoted: 

"Ifllo’iv'* s lii>l* In s') «ur coals, 

1 rrUii »•• trni il; 

A chi* I'm areaeg »r t .kin’ notes, 

Ami, lull ti. lie’ll pirut il." 

He wu.* decidedly averse to let me leuru 
even the hureal details of hi* life, hut US we 
grew frieuilly after muiiy meeting* he re¬ 
laxed uml told urn tub** of weal uml tales 
of woe and every one of interest. 

He is u firm tadiever In tlie church uud 
no argument avails to alter his opiulou in 
tlm slightest on the church's work. 

Of ull the old |M-ople interviewed none 
Imvc had u more retimikuble *.ml significant 
career tbuu lie.

the enrenss. Slip knots formed nt tho 
lower end of tho ropes receive the two 
pins of the roller, care being taken that 
the roller shnll lie horlsontnl nnd re¬ 
main »o dating the ascent. 

Tho rollor is made of hard wruod, 
nbout 5 inches in diameter nnd 114 
Inches long, from shoulder to shoulder. 
Six Inches additional nt each end are 
cut down to n diameter of 2* 4 ' inches 
next tho beveled shoulder, while tho 
outer end is nearly S inches in di¬ 
ameter. Tho pins for the ropes nro H 
inches apart, nnd between these pins 
two holes are bored through tho roller 
at right angles to encli other and n few 
inches apart, in which handspikes nro 
used. 

When tho nnimnl hns been killed nnd 
partially skinned, tho tripod is set up 
over it, tho center polo to tho roar, nnd 
tho pair of other polos forward. The 
pointed ends of tho roller are inserted 
under tho large tendon just nbovo the

The N>w Hog. 

As comparotl with years ago, we have j 
a new hog. Ho is now in his make up, 
lives fast and dies curly for profit, and 
hence is handled differently from the 
way ho used to be. Thn demands on him 
are now also. Instead of 1 years old, lie 
must mature in seven or eight mouths. 

A writer on this subject says, in Tlio 
Farmers’ Review, that now thn fooding 
weight of the hog of commerco Is 175 or 
200 pouuds, instead of 800 or 850 as 
formerly. Tliis writer says thnt hogs of 
800 pounds of dead weight and upward 
could hardly bo produced without their 
being wintered over. This took all tho 
gilding off tho ginger bread, unless 
prices were abnormally high. But hogs 
weighing 175 to 200 pouuds can Ixi 
brought to soluble maturity in tlie 
courso of ono season. An early spring 
litter of them cun l* fitted for market 
before cold weather begins to make feed¬ 
ing unprofitable. Then when the young 
pigs are sold off there is only tho breed 
ing sow, or possibly two of them, to 
keep over wiuter, nnd she or they can 
roam tho barnyard, picking up wasto 
grain, working over manure and taking 
comfort beside tho straw stack. 

The lllark Knot. 

It is reported in Americau Uardeniug 
thnt the black knot of plums, cherries, 
etc., is almost wholly wiped out of ex¬ 
istence from (lenevn, N. Y., and vicin¬ 
ity; ull duo to tho persistent efforts of 
Mr. D. H. Willard toward the enforce¬ 
ment of tho New York state black 
knot law.
